PREFACE. 



This Tolume is the fruit of unwearied reeearch extending through many 
years, prosecuted under the conviction that the materials embraced, consti- 
tuting tlie sequel to a memorable and trying struggle in the early annals of 
New Rnglnnd, arc worth rescuing from oblivion as a monument of the 
ooumgc iuhI sacrifice which have given us our proud New Kiiglnnd heritage. 

The Narrngnnsct war, under the subtle leadership of King Philip, the 
ambitious and heroic sachem of Mount Uoyie, suddenly bursting upon the 
eastern colonies, in 1G76, brought indescribable terror and affliction upon 
the infant settlements. It is impossible to understand, and much less to 
describe, in any adequate manner, the misfortunes which this merciless war- 
faro visited upon the feeble settlers of the wilderness. The confederated 
savages, in the secret conclaves of the forests, under the inspiration of their 
powerful and relentless chief, had orgnnizcd the bloody design to utterly 
extinguish the colonies, and, though defeated in their terrible purpose of 
extermination they so far put their sanguinary work into execution, in the 
brief space of a year, as to have clothed all New England in mourning. 
Estimates, drawn from official records, show that no less than six huudr^ 
of the inhabitants, the flower and strength of the country, either fell in 
battle, or were murdered by the enemy ; and that there were few families, 
or individuals, who had not lost some near relative in the savage strife. 
Twelve or thirteen towns in Massachusetts, Plvmoutli and Rhode Island, 
were utterly destroved ; others greatly damaged : and about six hundred 
buildings, mostly dwelling-houses, were consumed by fire. Nor do these 
statements furnish an adequate representation of the calamity ; and Trum- 
bull, the early and most reliable historian of the conflict, afler a careful 
oonsideration of the sufierings of the colonists, affirms that about one fenci- 
ble man in eleven was killed, and every eleventh family burnt out ; or an 
eleventh part of the whole militia, and of all the buildings of the united 
colonies were swept away by this predatory war ; the debt, depredations, 
sufferings and carnage l)eing greater, in proportion to the wealth and num- 
ber of tlic people, than in any other struggle in which the country hns ever 
been engaged, not excepting even the terrible fratricidal strife from which 
we have just emerged, and in which so many of our comrades have fallen, 
but not, wo trust, without a hope, that posterity would mark their graves, 
or at least, cherish their memory. 

Bancroft, in his account of the ** Narraganset Fort Fight," says, ** But 
the English were not the only sufferers. In winter, it was the custom of tlie 
natives to dwell together in their wigwams ; in spring, thoT would be dis- 
persed through the woods. In winter, the warriors who had spread misery 
through the west, were sheltered amon^ the Narragansetts ; in spring, they 
would renew their devastations. In winter, the absence of foliage made the 
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forestfl lefls dangerous ; in spring, ovory busli would he a hiding place. It 
was resolved to regard the NurroganFctts ah enemies ; and a little t>erure the 
Deo. winter soUlice, a thouHind men, levied by the united colonies, and 

18. couiHianded by the brave Josiuh VViuHlow, a native ol' New Knglaiid, 
invaded their territory. Alter a night spent in the open air, they waded 
through the snow iroin daybreak till an hour alter noon ; and at last 
Dae. reached the cluster of wigwams which a fort protected. Davenport, 

19. Gardner, Johnson, Ciallop, Siely, Marshall, led their cum|)anie8 
through the narrow entrance in the face ot death, and left their lives as a 
testimony to their patriotism and courage. Feeble palisades could not check 
the determined valor of the white men ; and the group of Indian cabins 
was soon set on fire. Thus were swept away the humble glories of the 
Nan'ogansetts ; the w interns stores of the tribe, their curiously- wrought 
baskets, full of corn, their famous strings of wampum, their wigwams nice- 
ly lined with mats,— all the little comforts of savage life were consuul^d. 
And more— their old men, their women, their babes perished by hundreds 
in the tire." 

The introductory chapter of this book is wider in its scope, than that of 
a local history. It pertains, in an essential sense, to the Narragansct war ; 
and its documentary pages will, it Is confidently believed, be recognised as 
of some worth to early general New England history ; disclosmg informa- 
tion essential to the right understanding of memorable events in our early 
annalg ; correcting misapprehensions and removing unjust aspersions, which 
the conjectures of historians have perpetuated, prtuining to these transac- 
tions. In those introductory documents is found the origin of the system 
of donating from the public domain m recompense for military services. It 
appears from these papers that when tlie army was mustered on Dedham 
plain, in 1675, preparatory to the march against the strong-hold of King 
Halip, a proclamation was made to the troops, in the name of the (Jovorn- 
ment, *' that if they played the man, took the fort, and drove the enemy 
out ot the Narraganset country, which was their great scat, that thov 
should have a gratuity in land besides their wages.*' The messago which 
the House sent up to the Council urging the claims of these soldiers, and 
irhioh brought the Buird into their views, in 17^1, is a state paper of 
extraordinary dignity and power, presenting the whole merits of the case in 
language of the greatest dignity and propriety. It sets forth the hardships 
ancT perils incun'od in storming the fort in the depth of winter, and the 
pinching wants they afterwards underwent in pursuing the Indians that 
escaped through a hideous wilderness, famously known throughout New 
England ever afterwards as *' the Hungry March ;'' and that until this 
brave though small army did thus ** play the man " and take the fort, the 
whole country was tilled with distress ; and the inhabitants trembled even 
Id the capital Boston itself. 

These Narraganset ofiicere and soldiers, who, in the language of the mee- 
sage already mentioned, are characterized as not vagabonds and beggara and 
outcasts, of which armies are sometimes considerably made up, who run the 
hazards ot war to avoid the danger ot starving, but the best of men of the 

Itrovince, the fathers and sons of some of her greatest and best of the fami- 
les, commenced effort to secure the promised land bounty, as this volume 
shows, as early as 1G85. Within eight yeare alter the signal service had 
been performed, they petitioned the General Court for a tract eight miles 
square, or any unappropriated lands in the Nipmuk county, and the grant 
was made the Rame year, the conditions being that thirty families and an 
Orthodox minister should bo settled thereon within the space of four years 
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Dozt coming. This wns eomo of tlie chnircBt public Innd in the colonice, 
and wn« promptly ftrnntcd with nn evident ^npc of the mcritorioiipncw of 
the petition, the grnntecB nunihering nliout live hundred, or two thirds of 
the NiirmgtuiBct fioldiers, who went from tiio colonies of the Mnsmcliufietts 
Bay nnd of Plymouth, all of whom ** were either persfmnlly present nt the 
fort nnd fight nt Niirrngnnfict, or deecendnnts from thf)Fe thnt were, or in 
the HtrictcHt nllinnce to them." The conditions of the grant, one of which 
it is im|M)rtnnt to observe, wnsthntof <if/vfl/5c///r7wcw/, were not performed : 
and the Innds were pubseouently sold by the colony at a liigli price. Forty- 
two yenrs nflerwards, in July, 1727, the subject wns again brought into tho 
(jcneml Court on petition from the oflicers nnd soldiers of the Nnrmgnnsefe 
wnr from Mnssnchusctts, nsking for a tract of eight miles square from tho 
unnpproprintcd Innds of the province in full satisfaction for the grant form- 
erly mnde them. The House nt once responded in an act giving tliat amount 
of land to the wildiers, or their legal representatives, u{)on the conditions 
of settling within seven yenrs from the dnte of the grant, at least, sixty 
families* thereim, with ii Iciirneil OrthcKlox miniHtor, ami of reserving three 
loto, one for the first settled minister, one for tho ministry, and one lor the 
sch(K)l. In the Council the subject was postponed to the December session, 
when the petititmers further pressed their demand with an amendment, 
asking for two townships, each six miles square, instead of one tnict eight 
miles square. The House and Council concurred in granting the t*vo tmcts 
uprm the same terms as had been affixed to tho bill from tho House in tho 
previous session, setting forth expresMly that it wns the full intent and pur- 
pose of the (jenernl Court that every officer and soldier from the colony, who 
serveil in the 8a id war, should have a compensation made them over and 
aliove what wages and gratuities any of them had already received. Pro- 
visions were mnde for the purvey and location of the land, and for the se- 
curing of a list of all the survivors of the fight, and of tho legal repretenta- 
tions of thope deceased ; and in Juno, 1728, there was further action to tho 
same end. In December, the Committee for that purpose presented pinns 
of the two townships gmnted that were nccepted and confirmed, one of which 
W.1S nfterwnrds known as Narragnnset, Number Three, now Amherst, New 
Hampshire, and theother, Narragnnset, Numtier Six, now Templettm, Mnsm- 
chu.<cttH. In Decemlter, 172$), the list of the clnimors wns presented nnd 
siTopted, nnd nn order pnRsc<l for them t^) meet for organi/jition at l^oston 
if tho small-|M»x were not there, otherwise nt Cambridge, in June, 17.M). 
Ill May, IT.'iO, the meeting was ordered at Cambridge, but was finally 
change«l to Boston by the action of the Ceneral Court in Octol)or, 17<'lO, na 
tlie smull-pox had then disappeared from the latter named place, the time 
of the meeting being fixed on the second Wednesday of the next session of 
the Court after a recess. 

The claimers whose number had now been with some degree of fullnefe 
dctcrmineil, were found to be so numerous that two townships were inade- 
quate to the objects of the grant. Accordingly, at the December session, 
17>]0, they came to tho Court, asking for an extension of the time for per- 
fecting tho list and for an enlargement of the bounty which, as it then 
stood, would give so small a portion to each family as to l)e of little or no 
benefit. The House, therefore, ordered an extension of tho time for com- 
pleting the list till the next April, and that eaeh one hundred and twenty 
pcrsops whose claims should l)e allo\^ed by the Court, should receive a town- 
ship six miles Sfpiaro under the same conditions as prescril)ed for the former 
grants. The Council did not concur in the enlargement of the grant. In 
Jane, 1731, the petition for more townships was renewed, the Council 6till 
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peniatiDg in its non-conenrrence, ond at tlio next seraion, the remarkable 
uioieage to wbicii reference lias already been made, ym sent up to the 
llononible Board, reviewing with con»ummato ability the \^ho1e eubject, 
and ureing the juetncsH of the |)etiiiunerb* caune with such I'urcc uiid eleva- 
tion ol argument that the Council, not yet persuaded to concur, did not 
venture to act upon the subject at all that session. At the session in 
January, 1732, the si^bjcct being again before the Court, the Council con- 
curred in the action of the House, restricting the number of claimcrs to the 
list which had already been aliotoed. This restriction was removed, however, 
in June, 1732, the grants l)eing opened to all whose claims should be con- 
firmed witliin four months from that date. The list was, in due time, finally 
completed, and in April, 1733, presented, numbering eight hundred ana 
forty ; and thereupon it was ordered that five additional townsliips be 
granted under the same couditions as in the case of the two already l)estow- 
ed. This order passed without controversy between the House and Council, 
and received the signature of Governor Belcher. The work of determining 
the {)erson8 entitled to the bounty had been a matter of great difficulty 
inasmuch as it had now been nearly sixty yeoars since the service had been 
performed, the original actors being uioetly dead. The fact that the list 
nad not been completed seems to have been a chief cause of the non-ccncur 
rence of the Council with the House, the opposition ceasing as soon as the 
number had been with some definitencss settled. There appears to have 
been, from first to last, both in the House and Council and on the part of 
the Executive, unanimity in the conviction that a bounty of the kind was 
due to the soldiers. Not only did Governor Belcher signily his favor of the 
transaction, but his predecessors, Governors Dummer and Burnet, did like- 
wise. 

The grantees, eight hundred and forty in number, met on Bointon Com- 
mon, in the autumn of 1733, according to order of the Court, and entered 
into due organisation. Seven independent associations, each embracing one 
hundred and twenty members, were formed ; and n Joint Committee of 
twenty-one members, threo froui each suli-di vision, wits appointed to assign 
the townships. This oommittco met at liuko Vordey't;, in Jiuston, Oc:tober 
aeventeeoth, 1733, and assigned* the grants us follows : Nuri-aguntfet, Num- 
ber One, now Buxton, Maine, to Philemon Dane and one hundred and nine- 
teen others ; Number Two, ** at Wachuset," now Westminster, Massachu- 
setts, to James l^owden and others : Number Three, '* at Sou began- West,*' 
now Amherst, New Hampshire, to Uichai-d Mower, and others ; Number 
Four, first laid out '* at Amoskeag Falls," on Merrimack river, now Gofls- 
town and a part of Manchester, New Hampshire, and, subsequently^ '' part 
at a place called Quabbin, and nart west or and adioining to Hatfield,*' now 
Greenwich, Massachusetts, to J!!«lward Shove and others; Numl)er Five, 
called ** Sou began- East," now Bedibrd, part of Manchester and part of 
Merrimack, New Hampshire, to Col. Thomas Tilestone and othera ; Num- 
ber Six, bounded ** Easterly mostly on Uutland, and partly on NiirraganFot, 
Number Two, by Wachuset," now Templeton, Massachusetts to Samuel 
Chandler and others ; Number Seven, now Gorham, Maine, to Shubuel Gur- 
bam and others. 

History has strangely misrepresented the transactions connected with 
these Narraganset grants, attributing selfish and degniding purposes to the 
legislation, of no higher character than tluwe which have inspired the gigan. 
tic frauds, which, under the name of land grants to soldiers, have been |ier.

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pcirntcd since timt time. Ilntchins*.*!), who wrote soon after them gmnta 
were coneutnmntccl, asserts tImt tlie Province of Massachusetts Bay whose 
policy prior to 17^8, had been to grant its public lands to actiMl settlers^ 
departing from its ancient wisdom at that time, *'on a sudden laid plans for 
grants of* vast tracts of unimproved land/' the first object of this unpreoed* 
entrd le^ffislative bounty being the soldiers of King Philip's war and their 
posterity. Douglnss, who wrote in 1749, says, that a few years before that 
time the General Assembly of the Massachusetts Bay was in the humor ot 
distributing the property of much vacant or Province Fand with the probable 
purpose of securing to the Massachusetts people the property in lands, the 
jurisdiction of which was in controversy between that Province and New 
IIani[«hire, growing out of the boundary line dispute^ adding that, under 
this motive, *<nine townships were voted « but only seven granted, to the 
descendants of the Narraganset or Pequod Indian war soldiers 1637, called 
Narrflganset townships, " and that nine townships were also, in the same 
manner, wanted to the soldiers and their representatives who served against 
Canada, in IGOO, called **Cannda townships." The fact that this Historian 
confounds the Pcquod war of 1037, with the Narraganset war of 1075, call- 
ing tliem one and the same conflict, is in keeping with the error in tlie num- 
ber of townships voted and the unjust impugning of the motives inspiring 
the grants. 

The Nnrmganset townships were granted to aetual settlers under en- 
lightened conditions : and it is s:ife to aflirm that a more merited bounty 
was never conferred upon military service. Governor Belcher who gave his 
signature to the grant as soon as it was sanctioneti by the Council, was not 
only a public character of ability, but also o( unsullied integrity: and the 
a^tiMM-siuns, which the rcproscntntlons by careless Iii8t(»rians liavo n^flcctod 
u|i«m him, in connection with these tninsnctions, find no justific4ition in the 
original docutncntiiry history here presented. 

Bcscarchcs into the foundntion of American History are constantly dis- 
closing such errors and perversions, creating distrust in the representations 
of the whole body of our aonals as every conscientious and exact student 
in the field of American history painfully understands ; and until this 
branch of literary work receives higher recognition than has hitherto been 
accortled it at the chief seats of American learning, there is little reason to 
ex|)cct any substantial change for the better. It is stran^re and astonishing 
that in all the lilierality of the American people in founding and fostering 
eilueatioiml institutions, so unworthy amsidenition has been given to the 
accjrate author! ta.tive prcfervntion and transmission of our history. There 
is no department of American History worthy of the name, and scarcely 
any pretension to such a department, in any university or cr)llege in the 
land : and what is still more deplorable there is manifested, among the 
great botly of our educational classes, no deep-seated anxiety to correct the 
grave and ocknowledged deficiency. Historical Societies are doing but little 
in this l>elmlf. They are filled with superannuated professional gentlemen 
who take shelter there to cheat the ssylums, and are as dogs in the manger. 
Until there shall be a Professorship of American History amply endowed, 
thoroughly organizc<l and appropriately filled, in each of our great leading 
univerHitics, no revolution in this matter can rationally be expect^jd. We 
look with anxiety to the improvement and success of our Alma Mater, 

The records ot the proprietors of these seven townships are still preserved. 
Those of Num1)er Three are the private property of the Hon. Charles H. 
Campliell, of Nashua, New Hampsliire ; those of Number Seven, of Col. 
Hugh D. McLcUan, of Gorham, Maine ; the other five are in the offices of 
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the towna, embracing the territories of those 6vo numbers respectively. 

The introductory portion of this volume furnishes a completo authorita- 
tive history of this whole subject. It embraces the official documents, re- 
lating to the entire grunt of seven townships, fi*om the date of the gmntiiit; 
acts down to the time oi the township organizations and assignments, in 
1733, including the original grants and their ooniirmations ; ap|Miiiitments 
of committees to examine lists of claims ; orders for meetings of grantees 
to provide committees for the regulation of the several townshifis ; orders 
pertaining to the terms of settlement, and many other curious and iiitcrost- 
ine historical facts, concluding with an official document whicii dedignates 
with precision the location of every dwelling-house in the town, the name 
of its occupant and owner, and its appraised value with the land belonging 
thereto at the time the document was made up, in 17U8. Tlio phm aooom- 
panying the volume was copied by liobert and Daniel Wentworth, in 181*4, 
from the original plan of the proprietors. Mr. Robert Wentworth, from 
whom it was obtained, signed his name to it in the early p:\rt of iSeptemlicry 
18GG, and died the thirtieth of that month, lie wiis a surveyor of ac- 
knowledged accuracy and intelligence, and largely employed in this line of 
business, in the town, throughout his life. 

Following the introduction are the records of the proprietors of Narm- 
ganset township. Number One, containing the entire transaction of the 
association from August first, 1733, to January fourth, l8ll. 

These docuntents are selections from a great mass of valuable papers, 
accumulated in the bonds of the compiler, in the course of historicixl i-e- 
aeurches, looking to a hintoryof his ancestral towns of Uuxton and Berwick, 
which have been assiduously prosecuted from his early manhood, emhnicing 
a period of nearly twenty years. This volume forms a basis lor the hiut<iry 
of the town proper, and, at the same time, as already suggested, has a sig- 
nifictmce of a wider historical character us the final chapter in the history 
of the Narraganset war. 

Our grateful acknowledgments are due to Jeremiah Coll>nrn, llcnry J. 
Coolidge, John Ward Dean, Alansoii ilawlcy, AUVcil Poor, David INilsifer, 
William B. Trask, O. W. Holmes Upham, Walter Wells, and llonry Wheat- 
land, who have kindly lent their aid in the pi-osecutioii of this work. 

With the desire to uontributo something to perpetuate the memory of 
those, who laid the foundations of our couiitiv and institutions ; their self-* 
sacrifice and sufferings; their fortitude and their fidelity ; and, in the faith 
that ** in treasuring the uiemorials of the fathora, we best manifest our 
regard for posterity,' this work is submitted as an humble contribution ta 
the materials for American history.

DOCUMENTAllY INTRODUCTION. 

A. 

Action of the General Court on the Petition of William 

Basset and others, 

[From iho Mo»uichuseitji Court Records, June 4, lOS.*!.] 

In ans' lo tlie petition of W*" Basset, Jn** Lynscy, Robert 
Porter, Sen, & a twenty two more inhabitants of Ljn, Jere- 
miah Swayne, Samll Damon, Sam Lambson, W" Robbins, 
James Pyke, Jufi, & James Nicholls, of Reading, W" Ray- 
mond, & 5 more, of Beverly, & Samuel Lyneolnc, & three 
more, of Hingham, as on y® pcticon on file, the Court 
jndgcth it meet to grant the pcticoncrs a tract of land, in the 
Nipmug* country, of eight miles square, for their encourage- 
ment and others that were serviceable to the country in the 
late Indean warr, to a competent number, who shall see meet 

* ^^JMipinuck [Nipnet] wns a nanio given to the petty tribes, or dans, of 
inland IndinnR scattered over a large extent of country, in Windham and 
Tolland Gonntien in Connecticut, Worcester and Hani|Klen Conntiea in 
MasoachuHettR. and the northern part of Rhode Island ; but their princip.il 
neat was at, or near, the great ponds in Oxford (Webster), Mass. From 
these ponds they probably derived their name of "Pond" or "Fresh- 
water" (nippe, nip) Indians. If the two names, or forms of the name, are 
not identical in origin, JSTipiiet belongs to the territory, i. o. "at the fresh^ 
water pond"; Nipmuek, to the tribe, {Nip-amavg) "they fish in fresh 
water'*; but possibly "a fresh water fishing-place.'* This distinguished 
them from the the Shore Indians, and the Rivtr Indians of the Connecticut 
Valley ; their neighbors on the wast. Sinpnic (corrupted from Minhenipa- 
ft) Pond, in Ellington Conn., was the bound where the country of the 
Nipmuoks joined that of the Ritfr Indiana on the west, and the Mohyan 
north-west angle."

* Named from Buxton in EDgland, situated on the riTer Wye or We, 
from the nnion of three Rprings cnlied /, Thou^ Ile^ which together form 
the plural ]l>. It is noted for the medicinal qualities of its thermal 
springs, and is one of the most fashionable places of health-resorts in the 
world. In rc^pird to the origin of the name, we find in G<mgh'$ Edition of 
Camden's Britannia the following : 

**If these baths were used by the Saxons, as by the name of Batham gate 
" going to the road leaduig to the Bath by way of eminence it should seem 
** they wore, one may deduce the nauie from boo, coxit, q. d. the warm 
** stones or rocks, or warm springs among the rocks, or from doc, or hue, n 
" beech tree, if it were certain any ever grew there, and Skinner derives it 
'* from beocce, bocce, beech, and con town. Mr. Pegge inclines to this 
** last derivation, or to that from beoca, caper, Jones fancied it from wild 
•* buckH, or from one Buck an owner, which is too vague ; also that from 
'* wounded bucks taking foil here the hunters named the place Buckstand, 
'* and ngnin from bock-stein or stein-bock, boncstein, the stein-buck, a kind 
" of goat which antiently inhabited the Peak.* It seems to occur in Domet- 
'* day under the name of Bectune,'' 

This same author quoting from the Manuscript of Dr. Gale, locates the 
Aquis op Bavenkas at Buxton. Two of the great Roman military roads 
met there. In 1678, Mary Queen ef Scots while a priaontr in oharge of the 

* TlM Doantalooiis dlitrict of Derbjihirt cattsd Um High Peak. 
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Whebeas it has been represented to this Court that the 
plantation called Narragantct number one lying on the East 
side of Saco River in the County of York is competently filled 
with Inhabitants who labour under great difficulties and dis- 
couragements by means of their not being Incorporated into 
a Town. 

Be it tiieuefore Enacted by the Governor, Council 
and House of Representatives That the said Narraganset 
number one bounded Southeasterly at the heads of Bideford 
and Scarborough, Southwesterly by Saco River, Northwester- 
ly by Pearson Town so called and northeasterly by Gorham, 
be and hereby is Incorporated into a Town by the name of 
Buxton and that the Inhabitants thereof be and hereby are 
invested with all the powers, privileges and immunities which 
the Inhabitants of other Towns in this Province by Law en- 
joy. 

And Be it further Enacted That Jeremiah Hill Esq' 
be and hereby is directed to issue his Warrant to some princi- 
pal Inhabitant of said Town requiring him to warn the Inhabi- 
tants thereof to meet at such time and place as shall be there- 
in set forth, to chusc all such Officers as Towns are by Law 
impowcrcd to chusc in the month of March annually : at which 

Earl of Shrewsbnry, Tiiiited the Buxton Bprings for tho ben«fli of her 
health. She was then suffering from "ohrouio rhumatism, and neuralgic 
pain, and indurated liTer." She yisited them also in 1570, 1680, and 1582.

'* England, howeyer, was not, in the seyenteeth century, destitute of wa-

** and regaled with oat-cake, and with a yiand which the hosts called mat-

" Biddeford, a distance of twenty-one miles. Three or fonr miles were 
" taken off and annexed to Limington by the Mossachnsetts Legislatilre, 
'* leaving sovonteen. The town has been called a ropt-foalk on account of 

its longth — the widUi being in no mrt of it more than four miles. 

'* Bonnie Eagle pond in Bnxton derived its name from a relation by the 

first explorers. In their number was a Scotchman. While resting in the 
*' woods a large bird flew over them, and he exclaimed 'there flies a Bonnie 
" EaaU: " 

The plantation of Little-Falls was incorporated by the name of Phillips- 
bnrg, February t\i-enty-seventh, 1708, and by the name of Hollis in 1812. 
The Block-house was commanded at different times by Gapt Thomas 
Smith, Kev. Ammi R. Gutter, Gapt. Jonathan, son of Gapt. Lewis Bane,t 
and Gapt. Thomas Bradbury, a great-grandson of the distinguished Rev. 
John Wheelwright who was banished from Massachusetts Bay. It was built 
in 1730, near the bank of the river, as the following papers show :

TWO POWERS. 

First, *'Union Falls,*' on Saco river, 12 milea, following the ooarse of the 
river, and eight miles by the moat direct road, above Saco falls, in Saco. 
A good stone dam here was built by the Saco Water-Power Company in 
185G. with 15 feet fall in low water. A good bridge 2(M) feet below the 
dam. This power is entirely unoccupied, with the exception of a amall 
grist and shingle mill. 

If the volume of water at this point in a severe drouth, be asanmed to 
be 1,60() cubic feet per minute less than at Saco, or lC,iSO0 cubic feet per 
minute, the gross power of the fall is 4G5 horse-power for 24 hours, or 
over 1,000 horse-power for 11 hours a day, or over 40, (KN) spindles. 

Granite, in oimveuient localities for use, abounds within a mile or two 
of the falls. 

On the west side there is below the dam an intervale of sixty acres, oon- 
▼enient for building mills ; tho back lands are high, of granite soil, and are 
productive. On the east side the soil is more clayey, but not less produc- 
tive than that on the west. Abundance of good elay for bricks in the 
immediate vicinity. 

The land in the vicinity is to a great extent under cultivation, though 
there is an abundance of wood, and of pine and oak timber. 
There are also in the neighborhood large peat beds of good quality. 

This power is now held by the Biduef ord and Saco Water-Power Com- 
pany. 

Second, * 'Union Itapids,** extending half a mile below Union falU, the 
descent in that distance being eight or nine feet. Power in proportion as 
above. 

The capacity of these powers can be immensely increased by the use of 
reservoirs on the river.

THREE POWERS. 

'*Siiliuon Falls," on Saco river. The head of these falls ia two luiloa, by 
tlio oourHC of tlie river, al»ovu Union fullM. A log dam has been erected here 
about 20 feet high. From this dam the water dashes through a narrow 
rock-bound channel for a distance of something above 200 rods to the foot 
of the falls. The whole fall is G2 feet. 

If the extreme low-run volume of water at this point be assumed to be 
2,000 cubic feet per minute less than at Saeo for the 24 hours, the gross 
power of the fall, day and night, is 1,8(30 horse-power, 74,400 spindles; or 
4,050 horse-power for 11 hours a day, 1G2,0(K) spindles. 

The east bank is high and precipitous, except near the dam, where is a 
favorable mill site which is now partially occupied by saw mills, containing 
in all four saws, capable of cutting 4.000,000 feet of lumber per annum. 
On the west side of the river in Hollis, the bank of primitive rock is not so 
high or precipitous, and has convenient sites for mills and manufactories, 
now only occupied for a grist-mill and one shingle and heading machine.

At the foot of the falln, both in Boxton and HoUis, are good sites for miUn, 

and in the immediate vieinity an abundance of good clay for bricks. About ' 

two miles west of these falls there is a large supply of Rranite, easily acoes' 

aible, soitable for building purposes. Salmon FaUs yiUago, situated at the 

head of these falls, is upon a direct road from Alfred to Portland. The 

smrounding country furnishes a large supply of agricultural prodiKstions* 

The soil, like other localities by the river in these towns, is of yarious quali' 

ties, principally, howeyer, a clay or sand loam, and quite productiye. The N 

head of these falls is situated fifteen miles, road distance, from Portland, 

and nine miles from Saco and Biddef ord. The Portland and Bocbester 

Bailroad passes within one and one-fourth miles. Power is owned by the 

Biddeford and Saco Water-Power Company. 

Seoond, **Bar Mills Falls," situated at the village of Bar Mills, 420 rods, 
by the river, above Salmon falls. The fall here is 19 feet in a running dis- ' < 

tanoe of 60 rods. 

The total power of the fall in a drouth, with water as above, is 540 horse- ■ 

power, gross, or 1,178 horse-power, gross, for 11 hours a day, or 47,120 ; 

spindles. 

The banks are low on either side, furnishing excellent sites for the ereo* ; ^-; 

tion of manufactories and mills. There is an old wooden dam at the head 
of the falls, whic& allows a ppreat waste of water, while the power now 
available is only partially used. There are here 11 saws, capable of sawing 
at least 11,000,000 feet of lumber. In connection with the saw mills, 
there are several heading machines, and machines for manufactxzring sugar- ■ « 

box shooks. In addition to the foregoing there are a grist-mill and plasler- 
mill. Hie water-wheels are the spiral vent, excepting four of the old style , 

Under-Ahot wheel. A county road crosses the river here over a bridge 250 
feet long, and the Portland and Koohester Railroad cresses the river near 
the falls. Good granite quarries are open within two miles of these falls, 
with an abxmdant supply. The falls are 15 miles from Portland, and 10 
from Sooo. 

Third, ''Moderation Falls," at West Buxton village, five miles by the 
oourse of the river above Bar Mills falk. Fall 14 feet in 8^ rods running 
distance. 

If the lowest volume of water at this point be as^nimed to be 2,800 cubic 
f det leas fvi minute for the 24 hours than at Saco, the constant gross pow- , 

er at minimum run is about 420 horse-power, or 1G,800 spindles. TLJs is ; 

but a small part of the power that can oe realized upon use of the resf i« 
toin above for storage. The storage is equally available upon the other 
powers. 

At the head is an old log dam, through which at lowest water more than 
one-half of the water of the river escapes. The river here has a rock bed, 
and the banks on either side furnish excellent sites for building mills for 
a considerable distance below the falls, to which the water might be carried 
with slight expense and labor, by means of canaln, penstocks, or flumes. 
Within two miles are now two brick-yards, where a large number of bricka 
of superior quality are annuallv manufactured. Good granite for building 
porpoaes mav be obtained on the banks of the river about one luile above. 
The soil in the immediate vicinity of the falls is a clay loam, while further 
from the river a sand loam prevails. The out-cropping rocks on the west or 
Hollis side of the river are granite : on the east side or Buxton side the 
looks are chiefly mica schist.

Thair total height is forty-eight and 
one-half feet That desoent ia attained within a running diatanoe of 160 
rods. Twenty-&Te feet of fall are obtained in SO rods. The water of the 
liver divides at the head of the falls and mna in two ■'*'»""''H to the toot 
of the falls, torminff an iflland containing aboat 60 acres. By the main 
or western channel, the water dasoends Ihiongh a narrow passage bonnded 
by rocks, in a Hno.aeasion of falls and rapida, while by the other or eastem 
channel, the descent, though rapid, ia continaoos. The bonks of the weat- 
em channel, thoogb not rising to a, great height, are preoipitons throngh a 
faxt of the distance, thoogh fnruiahiDg in some plooss eligible utes tat 
mills and reservoirs.

The Rev. John Fairflelil [bom October eighth, 1787.] was a descendant 
of John Fairfield, a pnritan, who was admitted a member of the Church at 
Salem 1G3!), and freeman of the Colony the succeeding year. William Fair- 
field, Eitq., a grandson of the latter, was the representntlTC of Wenham, 
near Salem, in the General Court 27 years, one of which he presided as 
speaker of the House. He died 1742, in the eighty-first year of his age. 
His oldest son, William, settled in Boston, where he died 1770, leaving six 
children, the second of whom was our minister. The latter graduated at 
Harvard C<}llege 1757, and was eugnged as a teacher at Manchester and 
Rozbury, MaKsachusetts, until he commenced preaching, February, 1760. 
Before his engagement at this place, Mr. Fairfield supplied the desk at 
Iieuminstor, Mass., nearly five months, 1760; and subsequently preached 
in the warehoune at Arrowsick, Georgetown ; in the First Parish of Scar- 
boro'; and at Dunstable, Mass. Previously to his settlement^ 20 July, 1768, 
he was married to Mrs. Mary, daughter of Capt. Ichabod Goodwin, t and 
widow of Foxwell Curtis Cntts, Esq., of Berwick. Soon after his settle- 
ment, Mr. Fairfield built the house now occupied by Mr. William Deering. 
His amiable consort died 16 April, 1774, at the age of thirty-seven ; leaving 
a family of six children, five of whom were daughters, and all at a tender 
age. Mr. Fairfield was twice subsequently married. 

tCapt. Ichabod Goodwin was a son of Thomas and his wife, Mehitable 
PlaiHl^d, and gniiidson of J)auiel, the first eniigi*ant of the family to the 
ancient Parish of Berwick, Maine, Tvho was dcicended from the Suffolk 
branch of Goodwins, the most distingniHhed of whom are the Very llever- 
end Harvey Goodwin, D. D., late Dean of Ely, but now Bishop of Carlisle, 
and his brother, Charles Wycliffe Goodwin, Assistant Judge in Her Britannic 
Majestie's Supreme Court for China and Japan, at Shanghai. Daniel was 
a name in the family from generation io generation. It was the name of 
his father, grandfather and great-grandfather. His father was born in 
1590, at Great Oakley^ Essex County, England. The error in the note on 
pap;e eighty-eight, was caused by the insufferable chirography of England's 
disthignished Genealogist, Misft Hirbibt A. Bainbridos, 24 RummU Road, 
Kerisingtony London. She luight, perhaps, become distinguished in the 
chirographic art if she should while away a butt«r-fly August at New Eng- 
land's far-famed Health-resort, Boar's Hsad Hotbl, at Hampton Beach, 
Hampton, New Hampshire, in company with Miss Annie Maria Goodwin, of 
North Londonderry, New Hampshire, as her teacher. 

Mrs. Mehitable Plaisted Goodwin was captured by the Indians, March 
eighteenth, 1680/ 90, and carried to Canada where she remained till re- 
deemed m October, 1605. There is a curiously wrought table in the Butler 
family, in Moultonborongh, New Hampshire, which belonged to her. Her 
children were Thomas, bom July twelfth, 1697, married Elheabeth Butler,

When captured bj the Indians, says Mather, '*Mehitable Goodwin was

'* trsTelling, took the child, struck its hesd against a tree, and hung it on 

one of the branches ; she would have hurried it but he would not let her, 

telling her that if she came again that way she mi|^t have the {Measure 

of seeing it. She wss carried to Canada and after five years returned 
•* home." 

The children of Thomas Goodwin and his wife, Elizabeth Butler, were

Died in Buxton July 14th, 1822, Captain John Lane, aged 88 yean. 
Oap^. Lane waa a patriot and hero of the Revolution. He was appointed, 
at the a^e of twenty, a Lieutenant under his father, and had, himself, the 
command of Fort Halifax, on the Kennebeck river, in the old French war. 
In ITCO, the command devolved on hiui in oonaequenoe of the death of his 
father. He took an active part at the commoucemeut of the war which 
severed America from Eugluud ; as early as the Spring of 1775, he waa ap- 
pointed commander of a company which ho and hia under otttoera raised, 
ooubisting of one hundred and twenty men. He was also appointed Com- 
missioner to treat with the Penobscot tribe of Indians, then on the point 
of joining their forces to the British Army ; he succeeded and agreed upun 
the preliminaiies of a treaty, after encountering every obstacle that British 
agents could devise to prevent it, and prevailed on Orono, their Chief, and 
some others of the tribe, to accompany him to Cambridge, where the treaty 
was ratified, and has always been strid[ly adhered to. 

Immediately after his return to Cambridge, he was Joined by his recruits 
and ordered to repair to, and t^e command of. Cape Ann Harbour, an im- 
portant post. He was at the place when the famous prize taken fipm the 
enemy by Capt. Manly, consisting of ordnance and military stores, arrive<l, 
and defended and repulsed the British, who made an attempt to retake the 
prize, (which was then considered a very important acquisition). The 
stores were immediately landed and sent to Cambridge. He was a man of 
strong mind, invincible and sanguine in whatever he undertook, and al- 
ways exhibited striking specimens of bravery and foresight ; his genius 
soared above all vulgar enterprizes ; he gloried in dt.fendiug his cimutry 
against outrage and oppression. As a relative and friend, his character was 
estimable and exemplary. He beheld the approach of the King of Terrors 
with true Christian calmness, roKignation and fortitude, which in every sit- 
uation of his life, was a ohai*acteristic truit of the man.

Departed this life in Buxton, on the 14<>* of July, Instant, Captain John 
Lane, aged 88 years, leaving a 3*i wife, and numerous descoudeuta to de-

He was born & brought up to manhood in the town of York, and waa the 
son of Captain John Lane, whu was appointed «fc Comniission<i i^ the year 
1754 by Governor Shirley to the command of a Company in Collonel 
Witislow's liegiment in the Service of his Majesty Qoorge the 2>' roiseii for 
the defence of the eastern frontier against the incroachments of the French 
& Indians, in the then Province of the Massachusetts Bay. — 

The said deceased at the age of 20 years was appointed and Commission*^ 
by Qovemor Shirley, a Second Lientonuut in said WiuHlows Regiment, in 
the service aforesaid ; and about two yeuis after, which was in the year 
1750, was Commission<t by said Govc Shirley, first Lieutenant in a Com- 
pany of foot then Commanded by his father, in a liegiment Commanded 
by. Collonel Joseph D wight, in the foroes raised for the defence of the 
northern frontiers at Lake Champlaiu, under the Command of General 
"Wintilow. — 

The suid deceased was one of the early settlers of the said town of Bux- 
ton, where he resided at the commencement of the lievolutionaiy war, 
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Was Clinse Moderator for }• Regulation of Said Meeting 
Deacon John Nason ■ 



And being anxionn for the flecnrity of the rights of his Country, made early 
spplientiou to the Provincial Congress then setting at Watertown to raise a 
Company of foot to aid in the defence of the then Proyinoe, which was 
Granted, and was appointed a Captain of a Company which he raised, and 
was stationed dnring the first eight months to aid in the defence of the 
town & harbonr of Cape Ann, in which time he was appointed an agent, A 
sent on U> Penobscot to treat with the tribe of Indians residing there, and 
socnre their nentrallity ; it being rnmered they were abont going off to 
Qnel>ec ; (c«inNOi|iiontly might become enemies), which service he accom- 
plished with snc^cew, — ana in the snccoeding years service of 1770, he 
was appointe<l to the Command of a company in a llegiment Commanded 
by Colionel Varnnm of Rhode Island, and went on with a full Company to 
New York at the seat of war, where he remained and did dnty nntiU the

John Lane Hancock entered the service in May, 1775, for eight montha 
in Captain John Lane's Company, in Colonel Foster's Itegimeut, and was 
stationed at Cape Ann, Massachusetts. At the expiration of the eight 
months he again entered for one year, in Captaiu Jjuue's Ouiu|miiv, in 
Colonel Vamum s Kogiment, and marched through Uliodu Isluud to Loug 
Island, and participated in the battles before the retreat of the Army to the 
City of New York. He was also in the engagement at Harlem Heights. 
After the Army retreated to New Jersey, his term of service expired. He 
again entered for one month, which term expired in February, 1777. 
He again entered for nine montlis in Captain Jenkin's Company, in Colonel 
VooTB Regiment, and served at West Point and vicinity. His children 
were Hannah, Susan, Ruth, and John. He died at Standish, Maine, Sep> 
tember sixth, 1885, aged seventy-eight years. Mr. Llewellyn A. Wads- 
worth, of Hiram, Maine, informs me that Mra. HannfUi Hancock was resid- 
ing in that town in 1838, ageil seventy-two years.

The *'<7aW/i7)^/ ^acrrn," situated on the right of the road leading from 
the Meeting-honse to Salmon Falls, was for many years the favorite resort 
of the aristocracy of York connty. Madam Garland was known as one of 
the best cooks of the times ; and her eight daughters were no less accom- 
plished in that very nsefnl, but much neglected art. It was not alone the ■ 
famous bowls of punch, the mugs of flip and sampson (cider and ram), 
and the choicest viands the forest as weU as Portland market afforded, that 
so often attracted to that tavern, among others, the distinguished graduate 
of Harvard College, of the Class of 1781, as the above marriages cleaily 
ahow. Mrn. GnrTnud was a good-natured lady of the old school of fasliion, 
and oft^n found time, among her multiplicity of duties, to play the odd 
game with her daughters. '*Joan** was the pride and life of the household, 
and a particular favorite of all who knew her. She always had a kind word 
for every sorrowfnl heart. Said **Aunt Susie Merrill" to me, more than a 
quarter of a century sinoe, *^ithe vuu a gay duck and the prettiett roij- 
cheeked girl I erer aato" Parson Cof&u IPaului^ D. D., H. C, 1769,] 
knew how to lay aside his clerical robe and enjoy the social qualities of life 
with his neighbors. He did not make his pulpit a political rostrum as some 
of his successors have done. He founded that Church in Narraganset town- 
ship. No. 1. and supported it more than half a century by preaching the 
doctrine of the christian religion. By the special invitation of Madnm 
GaHand ho visited her family on a Monday, a day in olden times when 
ladir» were not ashamed to work. '*Joan" was tugging and sweating over 
the wa^h-tub, in the heat of Jnly. The Parson was quietly ushered into the 
parlor called then the '^ore-room"; and it was gracefully announced to 
•*Joan," **0ft4 han come,*^ While she was busy in her ward-robe, the Par- 
son, assisted by her sisters, carried the tub with its contents into the parlor 
and placed it upon two chairs; and when '*Joan" stepped softly in to greet 
her lover, she found the Parson with his coat off and sieves rolled up busily 
engaged in finishing her iranhing. She instantly saw that she was euchred ; 
and one ejaculation fell from her lip.^, — *'never, never, will I do any more 
washing in this honse *'! Shi faithfully and sacredly kept her words. Ill 
the Parson's record of marriages may be read to this day —

The following story of ^maziah Goodwin was narrated to me by Mr. 
Alexander Mclntirc, as he had often heard it told when a boy. ** In 1801, 
Maj. Derby wtui elected to the Legislature. After his election, he inviteil a 
number of his constituents to u public house to drink winu with hiiu. 
Among the nnmber was Joshua Qrant, who hud been a Sergeant in his con - 
pany in 1775, and who related the following story : — lie. Grant, and Ama- 
ziah Goodwin were Sergeants in a company of Volunteers raised by Capt. 
Derby. The regiment to which the company was attached was commanded 
by Col. Scummon of Saco. On its arrival in the vicinity of Boston, the 
regiment was stationed near the line between Cambridge and Charlestown,

*'Whon A brisk and inceRsant ft ring was heard from Breed's Hill on the 
morning of the 17th of Jnne, 177/>, the regiment was held in readiness to 
inarch, and every moment orders were expected to march to Gharlestown 
heights. Time passed, the firing increased, bnt no orders came ; at length 
Hergeant Goodwin, from his great anxiety to be with the combatants, re- 
qnested Gnpt. Derby to permit him, with a few volunteers from the oom- 

Eany, to march to the heights. Derby refnsed, tolling him all wonld soon 
ave to march. Again Ooodwin asked, and to go alone, and was so earnest 
and iniportnnate that Derby consented to his going provided he could ob- 
tain the consent of Gol. Scnmmon. Goodwin sought the Golonel, and 
would not leave him till he obtained his written permit, and was instructed 
by the Golonel, if he succeeded in reaching our lines, to say Gol. Scam- 
mon was waiting orders to march. On his return to Gapt Derby, highly 
delighted with his success, Joshua Grant asked the Gaptain's permission to 
let him accompany Goodwin, which as thev were neighbors and particular 
friends, he granted, but would allow no other man to leave the company. 

'* It was not long before the two friends wore on the battle ground. Be* 
fore reaching the linos, when several riMls distant from the American 
entrenchments, Goodwin received a musket ball in the neck, which nearly 
brought him to the ground. As he recovered himself. Grant asked if he 
was wounded. Goodwin replied tliat he did not know, but on untying his 
neckerchief, he found the boll buried in the knot which fastened it to bis 
neck. They then both went into the lines, and there remained, using their 
muskets, and were among the last that left the hUl." 

In 1819, Mr. Mclntire made out a declaration for the purpose of obtain- 
ing a pension for Grant, who then related to him the same story, and ad- 
ded : ''Goodwin has gone, and don't need a pension. If he had had oom- 
mnnd of Kcnnnnon's rogiinont, 'tis my opinion that the British would not 
have gained {Kisfiossion of Buuker's Hill. This was the opinion of a non- 
oommissioned ofllcer, who probably had but little idea of the battle, except 
of the fighting in which he shared, and it should have weight accordingly.

He at times, during the 
former part of his sickness, would seem to have gloomy doubts and fears 
with regard to the sincerity of his faith. But they were only momentary 
suspensions of the light, that it might gain brighter effulgence, break forth 
and shine with redoubled splendor. 

During the lust two or three weeks before his death (a<« he himself 
obsdrvud two or throe days before bis death), he had not felt the least 
gloom or suspense on his mind. During his whole sickness, which was 
aiHtressiug in the extreme, he was not heard to nttcr a murmur, but was all 
Bubmission, and thanked God for all he had done, both for afUictive provi- 
dence and tender mercy. He would fre<]nently express a desire lo be gone 
from thin world of trouble that he might join with the angels of light, in 
more perfect slrains of praise to God, than he could while in this botly of 
clay. Hi.s Ii\st woids, which were about two houra before he drew his last 
breath, wore : ** When I again awake I shall wing my way to iiumt)rtal bliss 
to receive the crown of my rejoicing ;" he then fell into a sound sleep, 
never more to wake in this worKI.

THOMAS BUADBUHY. 

The name of ihiR norRon occnrfl in onr history as early an ir>34, when he 
signa, with Thonian Morion, in attestation of a deed from Gorffes and Ma- 
son.* He married Mary, daughter of John Perkina, in 1636.t May 13, 1G40, 
he wan made a freeman. December 10, 1G41, he was appointed the first 
clerk of the writs at Salisbury. In March, 1048, he was appointed ensign 
of the train band at Salisbury. In 1G60 he was appointed a *' commissioner 
to end small causes " in Salisbury. In 1051 he was chosen deputy to the 
General Court, and again in 1052-0-7-00-01 and '00. Here he appears to 
have voted on the liberal side — in some instances, at least In 1051 - '2 he 
was commissioned to lay out the bounds of Hampton ; and he served on a 
similar committee to lay out a private grant to Emanuel Downing. In May, 
1054, he was appointed a member of a special court, to examine certain 

Cetitioners who prayed the General Court to restore Lieut. Pike, he having 
een removed from ofAce for some alleged refractory conduct. In October, 
the same year, and again in l(i5(i, lt>58, 1()5!), he was appointed on yarions 
committ,eos to settle difloronces concerning lands, to fix boundaries and to 
locate grants. In May, 1057, the law providing for commissioners for end- 
ing sunill causes having been repealed, Mr. liradbury was commissioned to 
bind over offenders in criminal cases. The same year he was of a commit- 
tee to inquire if ministers' widows and orphan children were properly 
provided for. In May, 1000, he was chosen to settle some difficulties at 
Portsmouth, requiring the intervention of the General Court. In 1000, he 
was of a committee to examine and report to the legislature on the state of 
the defences in and about Boston constructed by Major General John 
Leverett. In April, lOtiH, he was appointed one of the Commissioners of 
Customs for Norfolk County. In 1075-0-7- and '9, he appears as one of 
the associate judses for Norfolk. 

Although Mr. Bradbury's term as clerk properly expired with the separa- 
tion of New Hampshire from Massachusetts Bay in February, 1080, he still 
acted as recorder or clerk up to July 8th, 1081 ;X ^^^ ^^ appears to have 
kept the records even before his appointment. These, however, he may 
have complet-ed from the memoranda of his predecessor. 

In addition to the duties already enumerated we find him acting as captain 
of a military company at Salisbury, and in 1080, on the committee with 
Appleton and Gerrish '* to take account of births and deaths." To crown 
all, he was of course, licensed as an innkeeper or retailer. 

He died March 10, 1095 ; his wife, by whom he had six sons and five 
daughters, surviving him till Doc. 20, 1700, when she died at an advanced 
age. During that mental endemic, the witchcraft delusion, she was one of 
the accused, but was acquitted. § 

Mr. Bradbury was an easy, legible and industrious penman, and evidently 
a man of sound judgment and more than ordinary ability.
